Sir: 

For  several  years  it  has  been  the  custom  to  receive  and  print  annual  reports 
from  the  different  Reformatories  and  Industrial  Farms.  During  the  period 
of  development  of  The  Ontario  Plan  these  reports  served  to  summarize  the 
progress  of  the  Plan  in  each  institution.  This  year,  comment  on  the  work 
of  the  institutions  is  consolidated  and  shows  the  training  trends  in  all  institu- 
tions in  academic,  vocational,  industries,  agriculture,  etc. 

During  the  year  which  ended  March  31,  1953,  46,003  persons  were  com- 
mitted to  jail  and  of  these  40,573  were  convicted  of  the  various  charges  against 
them.  These  figures  show  slight  variation  from  those  of  the  previous  year, 
being  a decrease  of  140  commitments  and  an  increase  of  87  in  convictions. 
Of  the  40,573  convicted,  9,059  prisoners  were  transferred  from  the  jails  to 
the  8 Ontario  Reformatories  and  Industrial  Farms,  this  figure  being  733  more 
than  the  previous  year.  For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  our  accommodation 
was  taxed  to  capacity  and  in  some  cases  overtaxed. 

Inmates  admitted  to  the  various  reformatories  and  industrial  farms  are 
allotted  to  work  and  training  for  which  they  are  considered  most  suitable, 
having  regard  to  their  abilities  and  limitations,  both  physical  and  mental. 
At  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph,  where  the  majority  of  inmates  are 
under  25,  reports  are  obtained  from  outside  agencies,  courts,  schools,  clergy, 
welfare,  etc.,  resulting  in  case  histories.  A classification  committee  then 
selects  suitable  inmates  to  receive  intensive  courses  in  trade  training  at  the 
Ontario  Reformatory,  Brampton. 

Academic  classes  at  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph,  Ontario  Reformatory, 
Brampton,  Industrial  Farm,  Burwash,  and  Mercer  Reformatory  for  Women, 
Toronto,  had  an  enrolment  of  793.  Studies  were  conducted  to  grade  11  with 
the  occasional  pupil  in  grades  12  and  13.  At  Brampton,  the  academic  classes 
are  planned  to  suit  trade  requirements  and  include  correspondence  courses 
under  the  Department  of  Education.  The  inmate  may,  if  he  so  desires,  con- 
tinue his  course  free  of  charge  after  leaving  the  institution.  In  all  institutions 
the  academic  programme  is  supervised  by  the  local  inspectors.  During  the 
past  year,  839  inmates  were  enrolled  in  the  various  trade  classes.  Night  classes 
in  the  various  institutions  included  art,  music,  mathematics,  commercial  work, 
handicrafts  and  basic  English,  and  at  Burwash,  a class  in  practical  forestry. 
Physical  training  is  carefully  planned  to  provide  for  physical  fitness  by  partici- 
pation in  organized  league  games  and  sports  programmes  and  includes  competi- 
tion with  visiting  teams.  Recreation  and  entertainment  are  provided  by 
weekly  picture  shows,  radio  programmes,  card  and  checker  tournaments, 
musical  programmes,  inmate  choirs,  orchestras,  dramatics.  Libraries  contain 
a supply  of  suitable  reading  material. 

Religious  services  are  conducted  at  all  institutions.  Chaplains  are  available 
for  counselling  in  the  major  religious  faiths. 

During  the  past  year,  274  inmate  patients  were  treated  for  alcoholism  at 
the  Alex  G.  Brown  Memorial  Clinic  at  the  Ontario  Reformatory,  Mimico. 
Since  the  clinic  opened  in  September  1951,  395  inmates  have  received  treat- 
ment. Forty-two  per  cent  (42%)  of  whom  were  classified  as  “Much  Improved’’ 
or  “Somewhat  Improved.’’ 

Treatment  at  the  Clinic  is  on  a voluntary  basis  and  is  given  during  the 
last  30  days  of  the  inmate’s  sentence.  Applicants  may  come  from  any  institu- 
tion after  screening  to  ensure  proper  motivation  and  physical  and  mental  fitness. 
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Rehabilitation  officers  maintain  contact  with  all  ex-patients  to  give  assist- 
ance when  required.  During  the  past  year  rehabilitation  officers  made  2,709 
calls  and  contacted  640  employers.  Material  assistance  is  given  in  clothing, 
housing  and  loans  to  bridge  the  gap  between  discharge  and  income  from 
employment. 

The  Rehabilitation  Programme  of  the  Department  has  been  extended  in 
keeping  with  the  change  in  title  of  parole  officers  who  by  an  amendment  to 
the  Parole  Act  are  now  known  as  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officers.  Assist- 
ance in  re-establishment  is  now  available  to  all  discharged  prisoners,  towards 
obtaining  employment,  accommodation  and  other  material  aid.  The  help 
of  interested  persons  or  agencies  is  enlisted  to  befriend  and  assist  the  man 
or  woman  toward  a return  to  society.  Citizen  committees  have  been  organized 
in  several  areas  and  have  been  found  of  great  value  in  the  re-orientation  of 
the  ex-inmate  in  the  community. 

The  Industrial  Departments  in  various  institutions  produce  a variety  of 
items  for  use  in  this  and  other  government  departments.  These  industries 
assist  in  the  economical  functioning  of  the  institutions  and  provide  training 
for  inmates  in  skilled  and  semi-skilled  labour.  A production  report  is  included 
in  the  statistical  schedules. 

The  Inspection  Branch  of  the  Department  made  160  inspections  and 
38  special  investigations  in  the  various  Jails,  Reformatories,  Industrial  Farms, 
Training  Schools  and  Refuges  throughout  the  Province.  The  appointment 
of  two  additional  inspectors  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  has  made  possible 
a more  intensive  programme  of  inspections. 

The  Staff  Training  School,  located  at  Ontario  Reformatory,  Guelph, 
continued  courses  for  officers  from  the  jails,  reformatories,  and  industrial 
farms,  etc.  Towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a change  was  made  in  the 
method  of  recruiting  and  training  new  custodial  officers.  All  are  now  required 
to  attend  a course  of  basic  training  following  which  they  are  posted  to  the 
various  institutions  where  required. 

Classification 

In  a modern  correctional  system  a large  part  of  the  ultimate  success  of 
a rehabilitation  programme  depends  upon  the  facilities  available  and  the 
clinical  procedures  followed  to  classify  the  individual  to  the  institution  wherein 
he  may  receive  training  suitable  to  his  apparent  needs. 

Certain  broad  classifications  are  necessary  on  the  basis  of  age,  record,  and 
custodial  risk.  This  is  limited  by  the  number  of  institutions.  Large  institu- 
tions, however,  classify  and  separate  into  more  homogeneous  groups  within 
the  institution,  using  different  sections  of  the  many  buildings  for  the  purpose. 
In  Ontario,  young  prisoners  under  age  21  and  first  offenders  over  that  age  go 
to  the  modern  reformatory  at  Guelph.  A select  group  are  singled  out  for 
special  training  at  Brampton.  Recidivists  over  age  21  are  sent  to  the  Burwash 
Industrial  Farm  where  regrouping  may  be  done  into  one  of  three  camps.  The 
three  small  Industrial  Farms  at  Monteith,  Burritt’s  Rapids  and  Burtch,  and 
the  Ontario  Reformatory  at  Mimico,  take  the  short  sentence  repeaters.  The 
treatment  of  women  prisoners  is  limited  to  our  only  women’s  institution  — The 
Mercer  Reformatory.  Ideally,  the  European  and  the  new  American  trend, 
towards  limiting  institutions  in  size  to  150  to  300  prisoners,  would  permit 
much  greater  scope  for  the  treatment  of  specific  groups,  with  the  great  advan- 
tage of  more  personalized  therapy. 

Classification  means  the  whole  process  of  studying  the  need  of  the  individual 
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for  custodial  care,  work,  education,  medical  treatment,  personality  traits, 
etc.  Studies  should  be  based  on  complete  ease  histories  so  that  an  individual- 
ized programme  ean  be  developed  and  a co-ordinated  approach  be  made  to 
his  total  problem. 

On  this  basis,  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  establishment  of  — 

(a)  A guidance-classification  centre. 

(b)  An  extension  of  the  Brampton  plan  for  the  training  of  the  most  reform- 
able  young  prisoners. 

(c)  A centre  for  the  study  and  treatment  of  the  mentally  retarded,  the 
physically  handicapped,  sufferers  from  residual  mental  illness  but 
who  are  not  certifiable  to  a mental  hospital,  the  psychopathic  behav- 
iour types. 

(d)  Provide  for  the  care  of  aged  derelicts. 

Difficult  Types  of  Prisoners 

In  any  prison  system  there  are  eertain  difficult  types  of  prisoners  many 
of  whom  are  liable  to  explosive  reactions  and  who  are  not  deterred  from  eom- 
mitting  serious  prison  offences  by  thoughts  of  the  punishment  which  they 
might  receive.  In  Britain  it  was  stated  in  an  official  report  on  Punishments 
in  Prisons  that  the  number  of  such  malcontents  was  small  but  that  their 
presence  was  the  greatest  single  obstacle  to  progress  in  penal  reform  and  it 
was  proposed  that  a prison  be  set  aside  for  those  prisoners  who  by  misconduct 
and  defiance  of  authority  prove  themselves  unfitted  to  ordinary  prison  conditions. 

In  this  province  on  occasion,  prisoners  of  this  type  have  been  instrumental 
in  causing  serious  trouble  and  endangering  the  safety  of  other  inmates  and 
staff  and  in  doing  much  damage  to  property.  The  Guelph  riot  of  July  5th,  1952, 
was  a case  in  point.  It  was  a sudden  action  on  the  part  of  a small  number  of 
difficult  prisoners  and  rapidly  spread  to  include  many  who  had  no  inkling  of 
trouble  brewing  and  no  wish  to  participate.  Ringleaders  had  to  be  sorted  out, 
tried  and  disciplined  before  the  institution  could  settle  down  to  normal  routine 
and  proceed  to  repair  the  damage. 

In  line  with  advanced  penological  methods,  this  department  plans  the 
building  of  a seeurity  institution  to  which  incorrigible  prisoners  will  be  trans- 
ferred. This  should  be  instrumental  in  removing  tensions  from  our  large 
prisons  at  Guelph  and  Burwash  and,  more  important,  provide  opportunity 
for  intensive  clinical  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  this  special  group.  To  this 
end,  guard  staff  will  be  carefully  selected  because  of  proven  aptitude  in  the 
handling  of  difficult  prisoners  and  there  will  be  provision  for  complete  clinical 
and  educational  specialist  services. 

The  new  reformatory  is  to  be  located  in  Durham  County  near  the  village 
of  Millbrook.  Plans  are  already  far  advanced  and  construction  will,  it  is 
expected,  begin  in  the  near  future. 

Forward  Steps 

The  Department  of  Reform  Institutions  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  at  the 
close  of  the  Second  Great  War  took  the  forward  step  of  reviewing  its  institu- 
tional programme  and  of  greatly  expanding  its  services  along  the  most  modern 
lines.  Its  Ontario  Plan  is  favourably  received  throughout  Canada.  Two 
senior  officials  of  head  office  staff  have,  during  1951-1952  been  privileged  to 
visit  and  study  systems  of  correction  in  Britain  and  Europe.  A review  of 
psychological  services  at  Burwash  was  carried  out  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Blackburn, 
head  of  the  Department  of  Psyehology  at  Queen’s  University.  The  Com-

missioner  for  the  State  of  New  Jersey  Department  of  Institutions,  Dr.  Sanford 
Bates,  was  invited  to  visit  and  comment  on  our  institutions  at  Burwash,  Guelph, 
Mimico  and  Brampton. 

The  benefits  resulting  from  these  studies  and  surveys  have  confirmed  the 
soundness  of  our  programme  and  point  the  way  to  further  enlargement  of 
therapy  techniques.  These  techniques  make  particular  reference  to  selection 
and  training  of  personnel,  size  and  number  of  institutions  for  better  classifica- 
tion, reception-guidance  centres  and  payment  of  prisoners.  Dr.  Bates  em- 
phasized the  furtherance  of  group  therapy  under  skilled  leaders  and  that 
parole  authority  consist  of  a highly  qualified  adequately  paid  professional  group.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

THE  ONTARIO  BOARD  OF  PAROLE 


For  the  Year  Ending  March  31st,  1953 

Sixty-seven  meetings  were  held  by  the  Board  during  the  year  to  consider 
a total  of  1,473  cases  and  717  paroles  were  granted. 

Under  the  Chief  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officer  parole  supervision  has 
been  extended  to  include  the  whole  Province,  which  is  now  divided  into  seven- 
teen districts  with  a Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officer  responsible  for  each, 
which  means  the  parolee  can  now  be  contacted  more  frequently. 

Our  Parole  and  Rehabilitation  Officers  have  established  good  relationships 
with  employers,  police,  social  agencies  and  citizens’  groups  who  keep  them 
informed  of  the  parolee’s  progress. 

All  inmates  are  made  aware  of  the  Rehabilitation  Programme  upon  admit- 
tance, and  if  help  is  required,  particulars  are  forwarded  to  the  Parole  and 
Rehabilitation  Officer  in  the  area  to  which  the  parolee  is  returning.  Steps 
are  taken  to  provide  for  the  man’s  return.  Arrangements  are  made  to  see 
that  he  is  directed  to  employment  and  interested  persons  are  notified  to  befriend 
him  until  he  is  once  more  adjusted  to  society. 

On  the  6th  of  April,  1952,  word  was  received  by  the  Board  that  Mr.  J.  P. 
Balharrie  had  passed  away.  Mr.  Balharrie’s  death  was  a great  loss  to  the  Board. 

In  June,  1952,  a new  Board  of  Parole,  consisting  of  nine  members,  was 
appointed.  The  Board  commenced  its  duties  in  July,  1952.  The  personnel  of 
the  Board  is  as  follows:  — Mr.  G.  M.  Dix,  B.A.,  Chairman;  Lt. -Colonel  W.  A. 
Bunton;  Mr.  W.  R.  McConnell;  Mr.  G.  S.  Horgan,  B.A.;  Mrs.  G.  Coulter; 
Reverend  R.  Good,  B.Litt.,  D.D.;  Lt. -Colonel  F.  K.  Jasperson,  D.S.O.;  Rev- 
erend D.  Rowland,  M.C.;  Mr.  W.  Maybin,  M.C. 

Many  organizations  have  been  especially  helpful  in  our  parole  and  rehabili- 
tation effort.  Among  these  are  the  Salvation  Army,  National  Employment 
Service,  Religious  Welfare  Services,  Prisoners’  Aid  Societies,  Children’s  Aid 
Society,  Department  of  Veterans’  Affairs,  Alcoholics  Anonymous  and  others.

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THE  SALVATION  ARMY 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRISON,  JAIL  AND  POLICE  COURT  WORK 
IN  THE  PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO 

For  Year  Ending  December  31,  1952 

The  Salvation  Army  has  been  very  pleased  to  make  its  contribution  through 
its  various  representative  Officers  both  in  and  out  of  the  City  and  Provincial 
Reform  Institutions,  towards  the  temporary,  and  in  many  cases  permanent, 
rehabilitation  of  those  who  have  been  confined  to  same  for  short  or  lengthy 
periods  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  Prison  and  Police  Court  program  includes  not  only  the  welfare  of  the 
man’s  body  but  also  his  soul,  not  only  his  temporal  needs  but  those  of  his 
family,  not  only  his  present  but  future  well  being,  in  other  words,  it  is  a long 
range  objective.  We  have  been  greatly  encouraged  with  the  response  of  the  in- 
mates to  the  Bible  Study  Classes  and  the  number  who  have  merited  Certificates 
prior  to  their  discharge  and  also  the  continuance  by  correspondence  when 
once  they  have  been  established  into  society.  Without  any  hesitation  or 
fear  of  contradiction  we  can  say,  based  on  past  experiences,  that  it  is  easier 
to  rehabilitate  a dischargee  who  has  consistently  studied  the  Scriptures  because 
it  has  definitely  changed  his  thinking  and  corrected  certain  habits  that  have 
previously  handicapped  the  student.  Another  encouraging  feature  of  the 
Army’s  Service  has  centered  in  the  pre-release  investigations  of  the  home 
circumstances  and  the  prospects  for  the  inmate’s  return  to  his  family.  We 
have  been  instrumental  in  securing  part  and  full-time  employment  for  many 
who  have  appealed  to  us  for  such  assistance. 

The  Army  has  been  instrumental  in  alleviating  the  tensions  that  arise  in 
so  many  cases  whilst  the  bread  winner  is  serving  his  sentence  and  paying  his 
debt  to  society. 

In  times  of  sorrow  the  sympathetic  touch  of  The  Salvation  Army  has 
comforted  the  bereaved. 

The  effective  Ministry  of  the  Army  has  been  due  in  a great  measure  to  the 
unstinted  co-operation  we  have  received  from  the  Minister  of  Reform  Institu- 
tions, Major,  The  Honourable  John  W.  Foote,  V.C.;  Deputy  Minister,  Colonel 
G.  Hedley  Basher;  Mr.  Albert  Virgin;  Mr.  P.  A.  Smith;  Mr.  Dan  Coughlin 
and  their  staffs,  also,  the  Superintendents  of  the  various  Institutions  together 
with  Magistrates,  Crown  Attorneys  and  the  Police  Chiefs  throughout  the 
Province. 

We  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  other  organizations  engaged  in  similar 
work.  The  expanding  demands  of  the  coming  year  will  witness  a further 
development  in  the  planning,  personnel,  program  and  placement  from  the 
Army’s  standpoint.  Another  year  in  which  we  shall  depend  upon  “Heart 
to  God  and  hand  to  man”  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  finding  themselves  in  the 
Institutions  of  the  Province. 

In  closing  may  I be  permitted  to  state  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
marked  progress  in  the  correctional  field  as  I see  it  and  the  “Reforms”  have 
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proved  most  worthwhile.  First  and  young  offenders  partieularly,  placed  in 
our  eare  both  on  Ticket-of-Leave  and  Parole  have  responded  encouragingly 
to  the  eonfidence  those  in  authority  have  vouchsafed  in  them. 

We  pledge  ourselves  to  the  very  best  of  which  we  are  capable  during  19vSvS 
and  1954.
